2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Please amend claims 24, 25, and 26 as follows: 

24. The method of claim 23, wherein the first media type is different than the second 
media type. 

25. The method of claim 23, wherein the number of patches in the first plurality of 
printed test patches is more than the number of patches in the second plurality of test 
patches. 

26. The method of claim 23, wherein act (a) and act (d) are performed by a color 
printing device. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,6, 11, 18, and 23 are drawn to a method and corresponding 

apparatus for defining a device color profile. The method involves storing sets of color 
descriptions based on printed tested patches. Claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features of 
" color component values defined in an overlapping color space, " and " at least one color 
component cross term." The closest prior art, Borrell (US 6585340 Bl), teaches defining a 
device color profile based on printed test patches, but either singularly or in combination with 
other cited references fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. 
Claims 6, 11, 18, and 23 are allowable for similar reasons.
